Through the mall today most every 
citizen In the city of Maysvllle and 
throughout Mason countv received 
from the Kentucky State Board of 
Health a special bulletin which is en- 
titled "An Appeal to the citizens of 
Mason county in regard to the Water 
Supply and Sewage nis^oHul System 
of the City of Maysvllle." The bul- 
letin Is the complete report on the lo- 
cal situation as written by Captain C. 
N. Harrub, V. S. Sanitary Engineer, 
which has been read by the most in 
Maysvllle and Mason county and a pre- 
face (ilgnad by the officers ot the SUte 
Board ot Health which conulns some 
pretty warm stutt. 

Among other things the State Board 
of Health aUtas that "the water sup- 
ply and lack ot sawage dlaposal fa- 
cilities In the city ot Maysvllle are 
archaic and disgraceful" and again, 
"With the exception of a few homes 
which use properly protected cistema 
exclusively, the drinking water sup- 
ply Is reeking with filth." 

In the back of the bulletin then' n 
a splendid map of the city of May.i- 
vllle. The complete statement of the 
State Board follows: 
To the People ot Maysvllle and Mfeson 
County: 

The State Board of Healtii is jiub- 
llshlng herewith, and Is sending to 
the citizens of Mason County, a care- 
ful survey of the water supply made 
by Captain C. N. Harrub, of the Unit- 
ed Stetes Public Health Service, who 
has bean Acting State Sanitary Engl- 
near tor tha paat faw montha. 

Tha paopla ot Mkaon County, out- 
sida ot BiaysTlUa, have made ona of 
the most Important contributions to 
sanitary science that haa bean made 
anywhere. In many other Stetes sim- 
ilar attempte have boan made, but in 
no ona ot them have the health author- 
Itlas received, to a greater degree, 
the co-operation of a whole people. 
Due to the fact that the Jfason Coun- 
ty work was considered as a demon- 
stration, the State Board of Health 
haa been able to finance It largely thru 
the co-oyerution of the I'nited States 
Public Health Service, and at a com- 
paratively small cost to Mason County 
and Us people. It Is interestlns to 
know that a majority of the honn's In 
Mason County, outside of Maysvllle, 
have a safe water supply, and a thor- 
ough and satisfactory method of sew- 
age disposal In the Kentucky Sani- 
tary Privy. It Is earnestly hoped that, 
within another year, It can be an- 
nounced that every home in the coun- 
ty is so provided. Those who have 
already built sanitary privies have a 
right to aapact their neighbors to 
build tham now. 

Tha elthMdi ot Maysvllle have been 
very generous in assisting In financ- 
ing this movement, but have not seem- 
ed to realize, either as individuals or 
as a city, that they have far greater 
responsibilities than the people in 
their more Isolated homes in the coun- 
try. The water supply and lack of 
sewage disposal facilities in the city 
of Maysvllle arc archaic and disgrace- 
ful. 'With the exception of a few homes 
which use properly protected ci.'<lern8 
exclusively, the drinking water supply 
is reeking with filth and is an evident 
frequent cause of disease. This pub- 
lication Is made by the State Board of 
Health, so that every citizen In the 
County may know these conditions. 
When they are realised. It is our be- 
lief that they will ba remediad, lust as 
tha oltlsana ot tha County ara ramady- 
lag theirs, 

la tha naaatinia ,tha State Board 
advlaaa tha. paopla ot Mkaon eoonty, 
wlian thay go to MaysrlUe, to oairy a 
anillolant anp^ ot drinking water 
with tbkm to ttsa during their stay, 
and It would ragrat the necessity of 
directing the railroads and steamboat 
lines to Inform all passengers pur- 
chasing tickets for Maysvllle that the 
drinking water offered them there is 
filthy and unsafe and that no adequate 
disposal of sewage is provided for.
